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County Commission takes no action on 
request for 2,000 hours of overtime pay 


The Coffee County Commission 
met in regular session on Monday, 
August 28, at the courthouse in 
Elba, and upon the advice ol 
County Attorney Warren Rowe 
took no action on a request from 
three members of the Coffee 
County Sheriff's Department who 
are secking overtime pay for almost 
2,000 hours worked in recent ycars. 

In a letter from Elba attomey 
Jackson Stokes, the commission 
was notified that Tom Weeks, Jim 
Henderson and John Moore had se- 
cured legal aid in their attempt to 
receive payment for the overtime 
hours worked by the three while 
members of the Sheriff's Depart- 
ment, 

Weeks stated he was owed for 
7-5 hours of overtime work, while 
Henderson sought pay for 605 
hours and Moore sought pay for 
615 hours. 

The total amount requested by 
the three, at time and one-half, to- 
tals between $15-20,000. 

Commission chairman Billy Ea 
gerton asked Rowe what the com- 
mission should do concerning the 
request and was told by the county 
attorney that "You are going to 
have to stand up and fight some- 
time.” ; 

Rowe suggested that the com 
mission take no action on the re- 
quest and see what steps might be 
taken by the three men. 

The vote to implement the coun- 
tywide one-half cent sales tax was 
anything but routine as the commis- 
sion split 4-3, but did agree to be- 
gin collecting the tax on October 1, 
1989, 

Comm. Sid Averett told the 
commission he would like to see 
‘the group “meet with Enterprise 
city officials prior to the implemen- 
tation of the tax to work outa better 
solution than putting a $2-3 million 
tax on the people of Coffee 
County." 

Comm. Bill Faulk echoed Ave- 
rett's sentiments and stated “I 
would like to see the commission 
hold off on the decision until we 
can meet with the legislative dele- 


gation representing Coffee 

County.”

"It concerns me," said Faulk, 
"that we haven't had any leadership 
or input from our legislative leaders 
on this matter! Russell County add- 
ed to court costs to finance their

If Enterprise was willing 
to take off half of its one-cent sales 
tax I'd be willing to sit down and 
look at possible alternatives, but 
not until,”

Comm, Eagerton said "The Leg- 
islature would have ‘to pass legisla- 
tion to allow the people to vote on 
any additional property tax and that 
would take over a year. The legisla- 
tors haven't met with us, that’s true, 
but we haven't asked them to meet 
with us. We have voted to pass a 
sales tax and we need to set a date 
to collect it.” 

Comm. Damascus Crittenden, 
responding to the statement by 
Comm, Faulk that lawsuits would 
follow if the tax is collected, de- 
clared "The best way to get a reac- 
tion is to take action. Let's not sit 
and wait. Let's take the action and 
then see what takes place.” 

The vote was then taken, with 
the motion to begin collecting the

Elba City Council joins insurance group 


The Elba City Council voted to 
spend $38,000 they admitted not 
having Monday evening; but other 
than that little action was taken. 

The money was to join a new in- 
surance organization being orga- 
nized by the Alabama League of 
Municipalities to write fire and lia 
bility insurance on all city-owned 
property, buildings and vehicles. 

The discussion by council mem- 
bers was over both the fact they 
would have to borrow the money 
from the bank and the unknown 
factor of how much, if any, savings 
would be realized by the insurance 
program. 

Council members were told last 
month that once they have paid 
their money to join the group, it 
could never be refunded. Therefore 
any "return" would have to be in 
the form of lower premiums. 

At present the City of Elba 
doesn't carry any general liability 
insurance, having canceled it sever- 
al years ago when the prices sky- 
rocketed. 

Councilman Bill Brunson urged 
waiting until it was clearer just how 
much could be saved by the action. 
He noted it would cost about 
$2,000 more to join after Septem- 
ber 5, and the interest saving for 
one year would more than offset 
the added expense. 

The motion by John Sharpless 
was approved 3-2 with council 
members Gladys Yelverton and Ed- 
die Vaughan voting yes while 
council members Bill Brunson and 
Randy Bedsole opposed the action. 

Mayor Fred Moore had asked 
earlier that the council delay action 
until he gathered additional infor- 
mation, but didn't vote on the mo- 
tion, His vote against the motion 
would have, in effect, killed it as 
there would have been a tie vote. 

In other action the council ap- 
proved an ordinance providing for 
non-discrimination in housing. 

Former Mayor Bob Folsom ad- 
dressed the council about the Pea 
River Dam, the proposed Ariton 


lake project and the half-cent sales 
tax planned by the county. 

Mayor Moore cased Folsom’s 
concerns some when he informed 
him that the City “has already gone 
to Birmingham and picked up one 
of the Pea River hydro dam genera- 
tors that was taken there by of 
the earlier lessors. 

Moore thanked him for his input 
and invited him to come back at fu- 
ture meetings. 

No action was taken on the pro- 
posed lcase-sale of the former 
Gunter-Dunn building. 


Brunson reported to the council 
that Mr. Ken English had been giv- 


en some minimum requirements ol 


the City and asked to appear before 
the council with a formal proposal. 

The matter was tabled until he 
appears. 

Police Chief Freddie Hanchey 
reportet to the council that during 
the past two weeks the department 
had received 115 complaints in- 
cluding five traffic accidents. Thir- 
ty-cight traffic citations were issued 
including & DUI, There were 11 
criminal arrests and the animal con- 
trol officer picked up 21 dogs.

14 expected to die during Labor Day holiday in Alabama 


The Alabama Dept. of Public 
Safety estimates that 14 people will 
be killed in traffic accidents during 
the Labor Day holiday weekend, 
according to Col. Thomas H. 
Wells, Public Safety director. 

The 78-hour holiday period be- 
gins at 6 p.m. Friday, Sept. 1, and 
ends at midnight Monday, Sept. 4. 

In 1988 14 people were killed in 
traffic accidents during the 78-hour 
holiday period, 11 on rural road- 
ways and three in urban areas. 

"We anticipate Alabama's high- 
ways will be crowded during sum- 
mer's last holiday weekend," said 
Wells. "To help ensure a safe holi- 
day, drivers should remember to 
drive defensively and obey speed 
limit and all other traffic laws." 

Wells also urged motorists to 
use safety belts and child restraints 
and to refrain from drinking and 


driving. 

He noted that Alabama's child 
restraint law now requires that all 
children under the age of six be se- 
cured in a federally approved child 
restraint seat, with the provision 
that children ages four and five 
may use a regular safety belt. 

Troopers will be out in force 
during the Labor Day weekend; 
federal overtime grants aimed at 
speed limit enforcement will allow 
additional troopers to patrol during 
the period, 

In addition, Alabama state troop- 
ers will support the Drive For Life 
program, sponsored by Mothers 
Against Drunk Driving and Volks- 
wagen, Inc., by turning their head- 
lights on during the day on Satur- 
day Sept. 2, to "shed light" on the 
drunken driving problem and com- 
memorate those killed in alcohol- 


related accidents. 

Public Safety is also participat- 
ing in Operation C.AR.E., Com- 
bined Accident Reduction Effort, a 
national program by state police 
agencies to reduce traffic accidents, 
deaths and injuries during holiday 


periods. 

Traffic enforcement will be con- 
centrated on designated C.A.R.E. 
highways - U.S. 231 and U.S.. 331 
south of Montgomery, and all inter- 
state highways.

Mr. Mularz and readers: 

Last Friday night I attended 
Elba's season opening football 
game in Cottonwood, About 7:30 
the announcer said in essence, "Be- 
cause of a controversy we are not 
permitted to pray before the game 
tonight. We are permitted to ob- 
serve a ‘moment of silence.’ We 
will pause for a 'moment of silence’ 
after which the band will play the 
National Anthem." 

During the moment of silence | 
prayed silently, I remember three 
specific emphases I made in the 
prayer, One, I thanked God for our 
freedom as American citizens. 
Two, I prayed for the young men 
who would participate in the game, 
and three, I thanked God for the 
Cross of Christ. 

I remember what a young man 
said to me after the playing of the 
National Anthem. He said, "Don't 
tell anybody who is wearing a uni- 
form, but while it was quiet I put in 
a couple of words." (He was insinu- 
ating that law enforcement officials 
might have been checking to see 
that nobody prayed during the mo- 
ment of silence.) 

Actually, that’s why the moment 
of silence was provided - - to give 
him the opportunity to "put in a 
couple of words," to give me the 
opportunity to pray as I did, and to 
give every person attending that 
public gathering the opportunity to 
express himself religiously in the 
way of his own choosing. 

Many people complained that 
"They removed prayer from the 
ball game." Prayer has not been re- 
moved. I prayed at our opening 


‘football game, and every person at- 


tending had the opportunity to pray 
- - if they chose to do so. 

The provision of a moment of si- 
lence before the football game is as 
"wise as serpents, and as harmless 
as doves." (Matt. 10:16). Nobody's 
rights are violated. Everybody has 


the opporutnity to express himself. 


religiously as he chooses, Nobody 
tells anybody else what to do dur- 
ing that moment. This moment of 
silence preserves our freedom as 
American citizens, ard it gives us 
the precious privilege to be our- 
selves. What more could we ask 
for! 

I cannot think of a better way to 
preserve American freedom and to 
Jet us express our religious prefer- 
ence, In the immortal words of a 
Russian comedian who has become 
popular in the United States, “What 
a Country!" 

What a country indeed. Let's be 
thankful for the privilege to live in 
this great land of freedom and op- 
portunity. 

Perhaps those responsible for 
providing this moment of silence 
should receive our applause and ap- 
preciation rather than our condem- 
nation. They have interpreted the 
Constitution of the United States of 
America which grants freedom to 
every citizen, Obviously, they were 
not demon-possessed people who 
sought to take something from us.

ORDINANCE NO, 1989-1 
PROVIDING FOR NON- 
DISCRIMINATION IN THE AREA 
OF HOUSING 


BE IT ORDAINED by the City 
Council.of Elba, Alabama, as follows: 
Section 1; Declaration of Policy 

It is hereby declared to be the policy 
of the City of Elba that all persons shall 
have a fair and equal opportunity to 
purchase, own, lease, or occupy real es 
tate located within the City of Elba 
without discrimination because of race, 
color, religion, sex, age, or national ori 
gin, 

Section 2; Definitions 

For the purpose of this ordinance 
and the interpretation and enforcement 
thereof the following definitions apply: 

“Agent” shall mean any real estate 
broker, real estate salesman, and any 
other person or entity who is acting for 
some other person or entity within the 
relationship of principal and agent. 

"Discriminate" shall mean to cate 
gorically distinguish between persons 
on a basis or by reason of race, color, 
religion, sex, age or national origin. 

"Owner" shall mean any persons 
holding legal or equitable title to or any 
interest in real estate located within the 
City of Elba. 

"Residential real property" shall 
mean any structure or portion thereof 
(including single family, multi-family 
and transient accomodations) used for 
the purpose of providing basic shelter 
for its occupants. 

"Unlawful real estate practice” shall 
mean any act of commission or omis 
sion by any agent or owner which is 
herein declared to be a violation of this 
ordinance, 

Section 3: 
practice 

It shall be an unlawful real estate 
practice and unlawful for any agent or 
owner 

(a) To make any distinction, dis 
crimination or restriction against any 
person in price, terms, conditions or 
privileges of any kind relating to the 
sale, rental, lease or occupancy of any 
residential real property, or in furnish 
ing of any facilities or services in con- 
nection therewith predicated upon race, 
color, religion, sex, age, or national ori 
gin of the prospective or actual buyer, 
tenant, or occupant thereof.

(b) To publish, circulate, issue or 
display or cause to be published, circu-

maintenance of any residential real 
property because of the race, color, re- 
ligion, sex, age, or national origin of 
any person 

(c) To cheat, exploit, or overcharge 
any person for residential real property 
because of race, color, religion, sex, 
age, or national origin of such person. 

(f) To solicit for sale, lease or listing 
for sale or lease any residential real 
property on the grounds of loss of value 
due to the present or prosepelive entry 
into any neighborhood of any person or 
persons of any particular race, color, re- 
ligion, sex, age, or national origin, 

(g) To distribute or cause to be dis- 
tributed written material or statements 
designed to induce any owner of resi- 
dential real property to sell or lease his 
property because of any present or 
prospective change in the composition 
of any neighborhood due to race, color, 
religion, sex, age, or national origin of 
any person 

(h) To deliberately and knowingly 
refuse examination of residential real 
property to any person because of race, 
color, religion, sex, age, or national ori- 
gin of such person. 

Section 4; Enforcement 

(a) Penalties 

Any person or entity violating any 
provision of this ordinance shall be 
fined, upon conviction, not less than 
two dollars ($2.00) nor more than one 
hundred dollars ($100.00) and cost of 
court for each offense, Each day such 
violation continues shall constitute ‘a 
separate offense. 

(b) Complaints 

Any person aggrieved in any man- 
ner by any violation of any provision of 
this ordinance may file a written com- 
plaint setting forth his grievance with 
the Mayor. Said complaint shall state 
the name and address of the complai- 
nant and of the person or entity against 
whom the complaint is besought, and 
shall elso state the alleged facts sur- 
rounding the violation of this ordi- 
nance. The Chief of Police is hereby 
fully authorized to immediately investi- 
gate such complaint thus filed. Upon 
completion of his investigation, the 
Chief of Police shall report his findings 
in writing to the Mayor who will at 
such time initate appropriate legal or 
conciliatory action.

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| Drug Abuse - What Is It? 


The use of mind-altering drugs is as old as mankind. 
In recent years drug abuse has reached epidemic propor- 
tions. According to a recent national survey three out of 
five young people between the ages of 18 and 25 have 
used marijuana; one out of every five has used cocaine. 
There are 250 million prescriptions written annually for 
anti-anxiety drugs, while each year American industry 
suffers the loss of over 10 billion dollars due to alcohol- 


related problems. 


A drug is a substance which, because of its chemical 
makeup, affects the structure or function of the body of a 
man or other animal. Modern day drugs have helped cure 
illnesses, ease physical pain, and eliminate certain dis- 
eases. However, psychoactive drugs are being misused 
and abused by many people. These are the mind-altering 
drugs - - drugs that change the person's mood, behavior 
and personality. These effects usually occur due to the 


drug's direct action on the brain. 


In viewing drug abuse there are distinguishable levels 


of drug-taking; 


Drug use occurs whenever a person takes a drug for 
its intended purpose and amounts. The individual experi- 
ences the effect with minimal hazard. Drug use occurs 
whenever one has a headache and takes two aspirin to re- 


lieve the pain.

When intoxicated with these substances they feel they 
are removed from the daily struggles. In this way they 
gain the illusion of being strong and capable of dealing 
with the pressures and demands they face. Not only de- 
pressant drugs like those already mentioned provide this 
feeling - - so do stimulants. Cocaine users speak of a 
sense of power that comes with the drug's surge. Similar- 
ly, the use of caffeine and nicotine can produce a tempo- 
rary elevation of feelings which may be interpreted as 
personal strength. 

Drug abusers are seeking such experiences at the cost 
of decreasing their ability to function and while harming 
their health. They tolerate self-defeating substitutions in 
place of trying to achieve positive outcomes for them- 
selves because they actually feel that.he or she deserves 
negative outcomes. In short, they have a negative self- 


It is also true that some people have failed to develop 
a feeling for what is good for their bodies and minds. 
Without a model of healthy functioning to go by, they 
readily accept an immediate "fix" which ultimately hurts 
them. The same process occurs for the fat person who 
downs a candy bar for a quick lift at the cost of adding to 


his or her overall health problems and misery. 


Drug misuse occurs when the circumstances and dos- 
es increase the hazard to self or others; for example, if a 
person takes six aspirin for a headache, or operates an 
automobile while taking certain cold medications which 


warn against it. 


Abuse is continued misuse. The individual begins ‘to 
lose control over the drug use and the drug becomes top 
priority in their life. The drug-taking begins to cause 
problems in the person's family, job or ability to perform 
other social roles. If the drug-taking causes problems, 
why does the person not stop? What are the "rewards" 
from drug use? Let us assume that a person takes a drug 
in order to change how he or she feels to gain feelings he 
or she wants but does not naturally have. What are these 


feelings? 


Adults and young people use tranquilizers and seda- 
tives - including Valium and PCP - to eliminate anxieties 
and troublesome thoughts. Similarly, alcohol, barbitu- 
rates, and narcotics such as heroin remove a person's 
awarenss of unpleasant sensations. Abusers take drugs 


not to find specific pleasurable sensations, but to ignore 
those things they regularly feel and which they experi- 


ence as being negative.

Because psychoactive drugs alter a person's mood, be- 
havior and personality, treatment and prevention of drug 
abuse involves more than education of facts. While drug 
education is necessary it is not sufficient to eliminate nor 
prevent drug abuse in our society. 

If you suspect that drug abuse is occurring with some- 
one you are concerned about, it is important to face the 
possibility and deal with this problem, Remember that 
drug abuse happens in the wisest and most virtuous of 


families. You aren't necessarily to blame if your child or 


loved one has a problem. 

You may or may not find physical evidence (marijua- 
na, pills, drug paraphernalia, etc.) that your child is drift- 
ing into regular use. Still, you will want to watch closely 
if your child suddenly develops a pattern of falling 
grades, change in personality, listlessness or deceptive 


behavior, and/or beginnings of withdrawal from the fam- 


ily. You may notice glazed eyes or smell of marijuana 
(or deodorizer) on the youngster's breath. Try to remain 
calm. If you suspect, but do not have definite evidence, 
you may want to approach your child indirectly: "You 
seem troubled. What can I do to help you?" On the other 
hand, if you're pretty sure drug use is involved, why not 


ask the young person about it directly and calmly? If you 
are certain, tell the youngster that you know about it. Ex- 


press your own feelings without using them as weapons. 
That is, you might say: “I'm worried and confused about 
your drug use," but not "How do you always manage to 
make us sick with worry?" 

Restate or clarify on the family rules on drug use. Re- 


affirm your love and support, along with your determina- 
tion that the problem can be solved. 
Once the problem is in the open, the family has some 


options to choose from. Professional counseling is avail- 


able through your local community counseling center or 
some private therapist. If the problem is severe, residen- 
tial treatment programs are available although the non- 
profit programs usually have a waiting list. 

The important issue is to get help early. Drug prob- 
lems are much easier to treat before they're out of hand. 
Many drug treatment and prevention agencies offer assis- _ 
tance to parents and family members trying to cope with 


someone's drug use. 


In closing - from a pharmacist’s viewpoint - drugs still 


have a legitimate place in our society. We must, howev- 
er, put them back and keep them in their proper perspec- 
tive - that of helping mankind, not hurting mankind.

ELBA TIGERS GET A WIN THE HARD WAY 


The Elba Tigers managed to escape Cottonwood with a win Friday 
night in the season opener for both teams and while the win wasn't pretty, 
it was still a win over a very good football team and I guess that is all that 
counts. 

Coach Wood kept telling me all along that the Tigers were behind in 
practice and were not ready to play a game, but I was like most other folks 
who didn't really believe him and expected the Tigers to look just as good 
as ever, Boy was he ever right! 

The Elba offense rode the arm of Kevin Matthews, who passed for over 
200 yards and one touchdown, and the hands of speedy receivers like 
Keith Henderson and David Rowe, while the usually potent Elba running 
game never even got close to getting on track and totaled less than 100 
yards, The running game's lack of yardage was surprising, until I sat down 
and thought about how young the offensive line really was. The Tigers 
had first time starters at center, both guard spots and at tackle, and when 
veteran tackle Wade Hart went down with an injury, there were five start- 
ers lined up side-by-side with no actual game experience at all, The line- 
men are all talented and dedicated young men who will improve quickly; 
however, Friday night against a seasoned Cottonwood team the youngness 
of the line was obvious. 

Over on defense I couldn't believe the way Cottonwood simple blew 
the Tiger front wall away! It seemed like the Cottonwood backs were gain- 
ing seven or eight yards at a lick and when they faced a fourth and five 
late in the game they didn't do anything fancy, they just ran the ball night 
at the defense and got the yardage, and more.
